of  Israel  Bonds  will  be  held  in  the  four  Synagogues  of  Ottawa 
on  Kol  Nidre  Eve  and  Yom  Kippur  Day  according  to  an  an- 
nouncement by  Solomon  Zelikovitz,  general  chairman  of  this  year’s 
State  of  Israel  Bond  Drive  and  Alex  Betcherman,  the  co-chairman. 

The  development  of  the  Negev,  according  to  Messrs.  Zeliko- 
vitz and  Betcherman,  is  the  key  to  the  future  of  the  State  of  Israel. 
This  is  the  area,  they  said,  in  which  a large  proportion  of  the  pre- 
sent wave  of  immigrants  must  be  settled;  it  must  be  the  centre  of 
intensive  irrigation  and  industrialization,  they  pointed  out.

J.C.C.  Fu fitment  Fund 
Is  Sei  For  November 


Bertram  Loeb,  general  chairman 
of  the  fifth  and  final  Community 
Centre  building  fund  campaign  and 
Hyman  Soloway,  Q.C.,  president  of 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre  have 
announced  that  preliminary  plans 
are  well  advanced  for  the  inaugu- 
ration of  the  appeal  early  in  Nov- 
ember and  the  mobilization  of 
total  community  resources  to 
assure  its  success. 

The  campaign  will  be  known  as 
the  Fulfilment  Fund  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Centre.  The  name  sym- 
bolizes the  fulfilment  of  the  dream 
which  was  born  in  1943  and  which 
found  concrete  expression  in  the 
fine  structure  which  stands  today 
at  Rideau  and  Chapel  Street  and 
in  the  school  portion  of  the  Agu- 
dath  Israel  Synagogue  building  on 
Coldrey  Avenue. 

The  campaign  will  seek  to  raise 
a minimum  of  $90,000  per  year, 
payable  over  a period  of  six  years 
beginning  with  1963.  The  $540,000 


objective  is  the  difference  between 
the  amount  subscribed  in  previous 
campaigns  (over  $1  million)  and 
the  actual  cost  of  construction  of 
the  Community  Centre  and  West 
End  Talmud  Torah  buildings  ($1.6 
million).  The  banks  advanced  these 
funds  to  go  ahead  with  construc- 
tion on  the  understanding  that  the 
campaign  would  be  held  in  the 
fall  of  1962  to  retire  the  debt. 

Mr.  Loeb  and  Mr.  Soloway  said 
that  the  Fulfilment  Fund  repre- 
sents a great  responsibility  to  the 
community  which  would  have  to  be 
met  on  a priority  basis.  They  were 
hopeful  that  this  could  be  done 
and  that  by  one  co-ordinated  and 
united  effort,  we  would  discharge 
the  financial  obligation  which  re- 
presented serious  a drain  on  the  re- 
sources of  the  community. 

They  concluded  by  asking  for 
co-operation  and  support  when  the 
campaign  is  officially  inaugurated

Yom  Kippur  begins  at  sun- 
down, Sunday,  October  7 and  ends  after  sundown  on  Mondav 
October  8.

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Vaad  Business 
Is  Everybody’s  Business

I have  just  returned  from  my  seventh  trip  to  Israel  where  I 
had  the  honour  of  being  a delegate  to  the  convention  celebrating 
the  diamond  jubilee  of  the  founding  of  the  World  Mizrachi  Organ- 
ization. 

Just  before  we  convened,  more  than  500  delegates  from  28 
countries  gathered  in  Jerusalem  to  attend  the  six-day  meeting  of 
the  World  Assembly  of  Jewish  Education.  Organized  by  the  World 
Conference  of  Jewish  Organizations,  the  assembly  dwelt  in  detail 
on  the  proposal  that  Jewish  survival  depends  on  raising  Jewish 
education  to  a level  of  first  priority  in  Jewish  communities  all  over 
the  world. 

The  conference  was  addressed  by  a number  of  great  Jewish 
leaders  including  Sir  Barnett  Janner  of  England  and  Label  A.  Katz, 
international  president  of  B’nai  BTith.  But  in  my  opinion,  it  was 
Dr.  Nahum  Goldmann  who  struck  at  the  heart  of  the  entire  issue. 
He  warned  that  a “process  of  disintegration”  could  affect  the 
present  generation  of  youth  outside  Israel  if  they  lacked  “incentive 
and  motivation  to  remain  Jewish”. 

The  most  effective  remedy,  Dr.  Goldmann  said,  is  the  develop- 
ment of  a “real  system  of  Jewish  education  culminating  in  Jewish 
all-day  schools”.  He  urged  that  money  and  teachers  be  made 
available  and  challenged  the  attitude  of  those  who  saw  Jewish  day 
schools  as  an  attempt  at  “separatism”  or  in  conflict  with  “emanci- 
pation and  equality  of  rights”. 

Obviously,  what  was  said  does  not  have  too  much  relevance 
for  Israel.  There,  there  is  no  question  about  the  survival  of  the 
Jewish  people  or  the  importance  of  Jewish  education.  Standards 
are  rising  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  and  everywhere  you  go  there 
are  waiting  lists  of  students  seeking  to  enter  yeshivoth  and  uni- 
versities. 

But  unhappily,  this  is  not  true  in  other  places.  In  Hamburg 
for  instance,  a city  with  a Jewish  population  of  about  1,100,  I was 
taken  to  see  a beautiful  new  Synagogue-Centre  building.  Imagine 
my  dismay  when  I saw  their  Talmud  Torah  containing  four  lonely 
desks  — for  the  four  pupils  enrolled  in  their  religious  school.  What 
future  can  there  possibly  be  for  that  community  ? 

When  I returned  home,  I found  a letter  waiting  for  me  from 
Dr.  Samuel  Mirsky,  chairman  of  the  Talmud  Torah  Board,  in 
which  he  expresses  concern  that  only  18  children  were  registered 
for  Grade  1 of  the  Talmud  Torah  (4  downtown  and  14  in  the 
westend)  out  of  a potential  of  over  80. 

While  it  is  true  that  we  have  an  excellent  Day  School  system 
and  are  probably  one  of  the  few  communities  of  our  size  in  America 
who  have  gone  to  the  expense  of  setting  up  equal  facilities  in  two 
separate  locations,  Dr.  Mirsky’s  letter  disturbed  me  no  end.  The 
situation  has  serious  implications  and  calls  for  a clear  hard  look  at 
the  whole  picture.  With  this  in  mind,  I am  convening  an  early 
special  meeting  of  the  leaders  of  the  Talmud  Torah,  the  Vaad 
Ha’Ir,  the  Synagogues  and  interested  parents  to  try  to  get  at  the 
root  of  the  trouble. 

Both  officially  and  personally,  I would  like  to  extend  to  each 
of  you  and  your  families,  my  best  wishes  for  a year  of  good  health 
and  happiness.  I will  continue  to  welcome  your  advice  and  sup- 
port in  the  days  ahead.

Tenth  Anniversary  in  Ottawa 

(SOME  PERSONAL  REMINISCENCES  OF  1952) 

It  seems  strange  and 
quite  unbelievable  that  this 
Rosh  Hashanah  marks 
ten  years  for  me  in  the 
Jewish  Community  of  Ot- 
tawa. It  is  not  my  intent 
to  record  in  this  column 
the  major  highlights  of  a 
decade  of  humble  service 
on  the  rabbinic  scene  in 
our  community.  I would, 
however,  like  to  recall  a 
few  memorable  experien- 
ces of  my  first  year  in  Ot- 
tawa leaping  back  to  1952. 

I first  met  Alex  Bet- 
cherman  and  Shlome  Zeli- 
kovitz  in  the  office  of 
Rabbi  Finer,  rabbinic  pla- 
cement director  for  Ye- 
shiva  University. 

I then,  "as  is  customary”  came  for  a “Shabbaton”,  a 
week-end  visit  to  Ottawa  in  order  to  see  and  be  seen,  to  hear 
and  to  be  heard.  I spoke  at  a special  Friday  evening  Oneg 
Shabbat  at  Adath  Jeshurun.  Sam  Caplan  was  then  president 
of  the  Congregation.  I was  welcomed  from  the  pulpit  by 
Hyman  Gould,  who  was  then  president  of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir. 
This  was  in  November,  1951.  I found  particular  delight  in 
conversing  over  a cup  of  tea  with  the  late,  highly  respected 
Rabbi  Boruch  Kravetz  (of  blessed  memory).  He  and  I became 
friends  that  evening  and  that  bond  of  friendship  was  mutually 
nurtured  across  the  years.  I shall  never  forget  him. 

On  Sabbath  morning,  I attended  services  at  Agudath 
Achim.  Hy  Soloway  was  then  president  and  Myer  Drazin, 
vice-president.  On  Sunday,  I had  occasion  to  meet  and  to 
confer  with  Saul  Saslove  and  Max  Dworkin,  president  of 
Machzikei  Adas  and  B’nai  Jacob  respectively.  During  this 
visit  and  subsequent  ones  visiting  Ottawa  with  my  wife,  I 
could  rely  on  the  warm  home  hospitality  of  the  Martin 
Levinsons,  the  Hy  Bessins,  the  Myer  Drazins  and  the  Leon 
Petegorskys. 

I recall  that  (although  I was  not  yet  officially  engaged)  I 
did  come  to  Ottawa  in  November,  1951  to  officiate  at  the 
wedding  of  Zelda  Saslove  to  John  Greenberg  (at  Machzikei 
Adas)  and  in  December,  1951  to  officiate  with  Chazan 
Weiss  at  Agudath  Achim  for  the  wedding  of  Ruth  Zagerman 
to  Joseph  Zelikovitz.  The  first  wedding  following  my  official 
election  as  Rabbi  of  “The  United  Synagogues”  was  that  of 
Leona  Viner  to  Layble  Silver  at  Machzikei  Adas.  I have, 
to  this  date,  officiated  in  Ottawa  at  over  220  marriages.  I 
have  been  privileged  to  officiate  at  a number  of  weddings 
where  I had  also  been  the  Rabbi  at  the  Bar  Mitzvah  of  the 
bridegroom. 

I recall  the  name  of  “my”  first  Bar-Mitzvah  in  Ottawa. 

He  was  a bright  young  lad  and  his  name  was  Stephen,  son  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  Coplan.  Stephen  who  is  now  married, 
resides  in  Montreal  and  was  recently  cited  for  excellence  in 
the  field  of  accounting. 

When  we  came  to  settle  in  Ottawa,  our  son  Yechiel  Tzvi 
(to  become  a Bar-Mitzvah,  please  G-d,  in  June,  1964).  was 
then  a tiny  tot.  Our  two  youngest  children  were  born  in 
Ottawa.  My  wife  and  I shall  always  be  grateful  to  Isidore 
Stone  and  Hy  Hochberg  for  their  time  and  energy,  far  beyond 
the  call  of  duty,  in  helping  us  get  settled  in  the  house  on  Daly 
Avenue. 

Among  those  who  made  a deep  and  lasting  impression 
upon  me  in  those  early  days  was  the  late  Samuel  Lepofsky, 
Q.C.  I shall  always  cherish  his  memory  with  affection  and 
respect. 

I record  on  paper  some  of  the  highlights  of  that  year  : 
Diamond  Jubilee  of  Adath  Jeshurun  with  the  late  Dr.  David 
Petegorsky  as  guest  speaker;  the  Memorial  Service  for  Dr. 
Chaim  Weizmann  and  the  eloquent  address  of  Bertram  Loeb, 
then  president  of  the  United  Zionist  Council;  the  Community 
Center  Dedication  Ceremonies  with  Rabbi  Fasman  as  guest 
speaker;  my  installation  on  Sunday,  December  7 (that  day 
happens  to  coincide  with  our  wedding  anniversary)  at  Agu- 
dath Achim  with  President  Belkin  of  Yeshiva  University 
delivering  the  address  of  installation.  I recall  the  beautiful 
“Song  of  David”  so  ably  arranged  by  Rev.  Rabin  and  his  choir. 

I recall  preaching  the  sermon  at  the  special  religious 
services  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  Vaad  at  Adath 
Jeshurun  in  memory  of  His  Majesty,  the  late  King  George  VI 
on  the  national  day  of  mourning.  I remember  with  apprecia- 
tion, the  commendation  and  encouragement  expressed  to  me 
by  Lawrence  Freiman  when  we  met  in  the  vestry  following 
the  service. 

As  I think  of  the  future  and  the  New  Year,  I cannot  help 
but  be  sentimentally  reflective  and  wistfully  subjective.  The 
magic  of  memory  helps  me  to  build  a bridge  linking  the  past 
with  the  future. 

To  my  beloved  congregational  family  of  Beth  Shalom 
and  to  one  and  all  of  Ottawa  Jewry  go  forth  my  greetings 
and  best  wishes  for  a New  Year  of  happiness  and  peace. 
L’shanah  tovah  tikatayvu.

Displays  will  high 
light  tourist  attractions  in  Israel 
A continuous  colored  slide  show 
will  be  cast  on  a giant  screen  by 
automatic  projection. . . Hospitality 
will  begin  from  the  moment  a 
delegate  checks  into  the  hotel. 
Waiting  in  each  room  will  be  a 
basket  of  fruit,  a bottle  of  Israel 
wine  and  chocolates  (presented 
gratis  to  the  convention)  .... 
Throughout  the  sessions,  coffee 
will  be  served  to  the  delegates  at 
their  seats  . . . Hadassah-Wizo  will 
staff  a hospitality  lounge  to  be 
set  up  on  the  hotel  mezzanine  and 
they  will  be  the  official  hostesses 
Delegates  who  are  inveterate 
ticker  tape  watchers  will  be  able 
to  keep  posted  on  the  price  of 
stocks  on  the  Israel  Exchange,  and, 
perhaps,  take  a flyer  on  same.

HOPE  AND  REALITY 

I am  grateful  for  the 
opportunity  to  speak  to 
the  members  of  this  com- 
munity through  the  me- 
dium of  this  bulletin.  It 
is  a community  in  which 
my  family  and  I found 
warmth  and  friendship 
since  we  arrived,  only  a 
year  ago.  We  hope  that 
with  the  passage  of  time, 
our  bonds  with  this  com- 
munity will  be  strengthen- 
ed and  increased. 

Reb  Levi  Yitzhak  of 
Berditchev,  the  great  Has- 
sidic  tzaddik,  stood  at  the 
threshold  of  his  door  on 
Rosh  Hashanah  eve  and 
saw  a cobbler  rushing  by. 

“Ho  there",  said  Reb  Le-  Robbi  J'  Bani°min  Fricdbc'9 
vi,  “where  are  you  rushing?”.  Said  the  cobbler,  “I  have 
many  shoes  to  repair,  and  the  time  is  short".  Reb  Levi  burst 
into  tears  and  cried,  “Ah!  all  of  us  have  our  own  souls  to 
repair,  there  is  so  little  time  and  yet  we  do  nothing”. 

Yet  we  do  nothing  — what  a remarkable,  disconcerting 
and  yet  true  statement.  Most  peoples  provide  some  markers 
in  the  flow  of  time,  not  only  to  cut  it  up  into  manageable 
proportions,  but  also  to  provide  a new  beginning  and  a new 
hope.  For  Jews,  this  time  is  during  the  High  Holidays.  How 
vast  are  the  torrents  of  hope  that  pour  out  of  our  hearts. 
The  very  act  of  coming  to  the  Synagogue  renews  bonds  and 
commitments  — and  bespeaks  the  yearning  for  life  and  peace 
and  goodness.  And  yet  naively  — and  I suppose  this  is 
human  paradox  — the  reality  remains  in  the  hoping  — the 
very  things  we  hope  for  don’t  go  beyond  our  period  of  prayer. 

And  yet  if  our  tradition  tells  us  anything,  it  is  that  re- 
demption lies  essentially  in  human  hands  — not  only  when 
we  are  caught  up  in  crowds  formed  by  ancient  urges,  but  in 
the  cold  loneliness  of  day  to  day  decisions.  The  crucial  ques- 
tion is  not  how  we  can  join  in  prayer,  but  how  of  this,  you 
and  I can  have  the  courage  to  become  more  human.  An 
even  more  crucial  question  is,  how  many  of  us  have  inten- 
tions of  becoming  so.  This  Reb  Levi  Yitzhak  wanted  to 
know. 

Mrs.  Friedberg  and  I take  this  opportunity  of  wishing 
you  a year  of  health  and  peace  and  redemption  for  all  men.

Max  M.  Varon 

Welcome  New 
Counsellor 
To  Ottawa 

Max  M.  Varon,  newly-appointed 
Counsellor  of  the  Embassy  of  Israel 
arrived  in  Ottawa  with  his  wife  at 
the  end  of  June.  In  this  short  space 
of  time,  he  has  already  established 
a reputation  as  an  able  and  arti- 
culate spokesman. 

Mr.  Varon  is  a native  of  Germany 
and  a graduate  of  the  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity of  Jerusalem,  having  studi- 
ed history,  sociology  and  Middle 
Eastern  affairs. 

At  the  outbreak  of  World  War 
II,  he  volunteered  for  service  with 
the  British  Army.  As  an  officer  of 
the  Jewish  Brigade,  he  saw  action 
in  the  Middle  East  and  Europe, 
and  participated  in  rescue  opera- 
tions of  Jewish  displaced  persons 
from  concentration  camps. 

After  his  release  from  the  army 
with  the  rank  of  Captain,  Mr. 
Varon  undertook  many  missions  to 
Europe,  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
which  were  dedicated  to  important 
financial  and  rescue  operations  of 
Jewish  refugees. 

Mr.  Varon  served  as  a director 
of  the  head  office  of  the  Jewish 
National  Fund  in  Jerusalem.  From 
1955-59  he  served  as  Consul  of 
Israel  in  New  York. 

During  the  years  1959-61,  in 
Israel’s  Ministry  for  Foreign  Af- 
fairs in  Jerusalem,  Mr.  Varon  was 
the  head  of  the  Africa-Asia  Sec- 
tion in  the  Economic  Division,  and 
head  of  the  Section  Central  Eu- 
rope in  the  Western  Europe  Divi- 
sion. In  this  capacity  he  was  also 
responsible  for  the  German  desk 
of  the  Ministry. 

In  1961,  Mr.  Varon  was  appointed 
Charge  d’Affaires  of  the  Israel 
Embassy  in  Berne,  Switzerland, 
and  in  the  summer  1962  he  assum- 
ed his  present  post  as  Counsellor  of 
the  Embassy  of  Israel  in  Ottawa. 

Mr.  Varon  has  lectured  extensiv- 
ely abroad  and  in  Israel  on  inter- 
national as  well  as  on  Israel’s  ex- 
ternal and  domestic  problems. 

We  wish  him  and  his  charming 
wife  every  happiness  in  Ottawa.

Thirty-Five  Years 
of  Service  Marked 

Abraham  Cohen,  dedicated  fi- 
nancial secretary  and  auditor  of 
the  Talmud  Torah  Board  for  the 
past  thirty-five  years  was  honour- 
ed by  the  Board  at  the  graduation 
exercises  of  the  school  held  in 
June. 

In  recognition  of  his  long  and 
continuous  record  of  service  and 
in  tribute  to  his  role  in  helping  to 
shape  the  course  of  Jewish  educa- 
tion in  Ottawa,  he  was  presented 
with  a testimonial  scroll  which 
reads  in  part  as  follows  : 

“Ottawa  Talmud  Torah  Board 
presents  this  scroll  to  Abraham 
Cohen  on  his  thirty-fifth  year  of 
service.  Herein  we  record  our  re- 
cognition and  appreciation  of  his 
sustained  and  dedicated  labours  on 
behalf  of  the  Board.  May  it  be 
known  that  these  works  in  support- 
ing and  shaping  the  tasks  of  the 
Board  have  in  turn  helped  to 
support  and  shape  the  entire 
course  of  Jewish  education  in  the 
community  of  Ottawa.” 


Succoth  Observed 
October  13  to  21 

The  Festival  of  Succoth  begins 
on  the  evening  of  the  15th  day  of 
Tishre,  corresponding  this  year 
to  Friday  evening,  October  12.  It 
is  observed  for  nine  days  of  which 
the  first  two  and  last  two  days  are 
full  holidays  and  the  intervening 
days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival 
of  Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succoth 
is  a reminder  of  the  forty  years 
wandering  of  the  children  of  Israel 
in  the  wilderness  after  their  deli- 
verance from  Egyption  bondage. 
During  that  time  they  were  com- 
pelled to  live  in  tents  or  building 
booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

The  succah  or  booth  is  a little 
tabernacle  built  of  wood  or  can- 
vass and  is  covered  with  branches 
of  trees  and  plants  so  that  the 
heavens  and  the  stars  are  visible 
overhead. 

In  ancient  Palestine,  the  festival 
was  celebrated  by  giving  thanks  to 
the  Almighty  for  the  bounties  of 
the  land.  The  Pilgrim  Fathers  in 
America  after  they  had  gathered 
in  their  harvest  set  aside  a day 
which  they  called  Thanksgiving. 
Steeped  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  they  based  their  thanksgiv- 
ing day  on  the  Festival  of  Succoth. 

The  eighth  day  of  the  festival 
(Saturday,  October  20)  is  called 
Shemini  Atzereth  (the  Eighth  Day 
of  Solemn  Assembly).  On  that  day 
the  Scroll  of  Ecclesiastes  is  read 
to  remind  people  of  the  transient 
character  of  life,  memorial  services 
for  the  departed  are  recited,  and 
a prayer  is  offered  so  that  the 
earth  may  produce  bountiful  crops 
next  year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchat  Torah  is 
the  most  joyous  day  of  the  festival 
as  it  marks  the  annual  completion 
and  commencement  of  the  reading 
of  the  Law  in  the  Synagogue.

B’nai  B’rith  has  played  a signi- 
ficant role  in  dealing  with  the 
problems  of  world  Jewry.  The 
Order  has  consultative  status  at 
the  United  Nations.  It  is  repre- 
sented in  negotiating  Material 
Claims  Against  Germany  which 
has  resulted  in  the  payment  of 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  to 
Israel  and  to  victims  of  the  Nazi 
holocaust.  B’nai  B'rith  is  a cons- 
tituent of  the  World  Conference 
of  Jewish  Organizations.  Label  A. 
Katz  of  New  Orleans,  international 
president  of  B'nai  B’rith,  is  Co- 
chairman  of  the  Conference. 

B’nai  B’rith  is  so  heavily  invol- 
ved in  the  affairs  of  world  Jewry 
that  it  created  an  International 
Council  at  the  Triennial  Conven- 
tion in  Jerusalem  in  1959.  An  en- 
tire session  will  be  devoted  to  a 
confidential  report  by  Saul  Joftes 
of  Washington  who  is  secretary  of 
the  International  Council  of  B’nai 
B’rith. 

Although  B’nai  B’rith  cannot  be 
classified  as  a Zionist  organization, 
its  support  of,  and  contributions 
to  Israel  are  enormous.  There  is 
probably  no  other  non-Zionist 
organization  which  is  as  active  and 
contributes  as  much  to  Eretz 
Israel  as  B’nai  B’rith. 

The  Order  played  a major  role 
in  the  first  Israel  Bond  Conference 
which  was  convened  in  Washington 
a decade  ago.  It  has  not  let  up 
in  its  efforts  since.  Active  parti- 
cipation in  the  Annual  Israel  Bond 
Drives  has  been  taken  on  as  a 
responsibility  by  every  lodge  and 
chapter  throughout  the  country. 
In  some  areas  B’nai  B’rith  spear- 
heads the  Bond  Drive.  Members 
of  B’nai  B’rith  everywhere  are 
engaged  in  the  sale  of  bonds. 
Special  B’nai  B’rith  functions  are 
held  when  bonds  are  sold  to  the 
members. 

The  lodges  and  chapters  of  B’nai 
B’rith  participate  in  U.J.A. 
campaigns  in  all  parts  of  the 
country.  Frequently,  they  will 
assume  responsibility  for  canvas- 
sing areas  which  might  go  untap- 
ped otherwise. 

Own  Specific  Projects 

Besides  the  participation  of 
B’nai  B’rith  in  the  general  Israel 
program,  it  has  its  own  specific 
projects.  Institutions  which  are 
sponsored  by  B’nai  B’rith  or  which 
were  originally  conceived  by  B’nai 
B’rith  dot  the  entire  country. 

The  Eastern  Canadian  Council 
Conference  will  also  receive  a 
report  on  the  newest  project.  The 
children  in  Israel  are  provided 
with  free  education  in  the  element- 
ary schools  only.  Many  thousands 
of  children,  especially  those  whose 
parents  come  from  Eastern 
countries,  cannot  afford  the  cost 
of  a high  school  education. 

Thus  they  are  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  which  is  taken  for 
granted  by  children  in  this  coun- 
try. The  government  which  is  so 
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badly  in  need  of  skilled  and 
trained  personnel  is  deprived  of 
some  much  needed  talent  which 
could  be  developed.  An  amount  of 
$300  is  required  to  provide  high 
school  education  for  a child  for 
one  year.  The  Supreme  Lodge  of 
B’nai  B’rith,  answering  the  call  of 
the  Government  of  Israel,  adopted 
a scholarship  plan  which  will  be 
presented  for  the  first  time  at  the 
Conference  in  Ottawa. 

The  delegates  will  also  be  in- 
formed about  the  progress  being 
made  in  the  third  Israel  Tour 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Council  which  will  leave  from 
Montreal  on  February  17  next. 

High  Government  officials  and 
the  leaders  of  the  other  political 
parties  will  address  the  Conference 
Banquet  on  Sunday  evening,  Nov- 
ember 4.
